It Is obvious enough that 
the desirability and the 
possibility of suggesting x 
four power mecting will be 
one of the subjects for dis- 
cussion’ at Bermuda. It 
could not be otherwise. But 
it is equally obvious that 
no kind of decision can 
be taken, or even half 
tuken, before thorough dis-: 
cussion, For this is a matter 
which, apart’ from any 
difference of views ‘on the 
enerally desirability of 
such a meeting in existing

can be decided on, 


HE Bermuda: meeting is 
.called for by the general 
world situation. It {s not 
only that there has’ been a 
change in the Government 
of the Soviet Union, tho 
implications and possible 
~ implications of which call 
for constltation: this” is 
_ also one of the moments of 
potential changes in the 
whole world picture. The 
expectation of a speedy 
ending, of the. Korean 
flostilitics, which will at 
once pose a whole range of 
dificult Far Eastern prob- 
lems which have beon, as 
_ dt wore, in suspense during 
the fighting in Korea, And 
these cannot be dis- 
nasociated or disentangled 
from developmonts in 
Southeast Asia. There is 
also Germany and_ the 
urgent anxiety about ratifi- 
cation of the European 
Defence. Community Treaty, 
and Jinked with it, the new 
status of Western Germany 
vis-a-vis the three Western 
powers.

“Will Fight On” Says 
Korean Ambassador 


Washington, June 8, 


South Korea’s Ambassador to the United States, 


Dr Yang You Chan said toda 


that the South Korean 


forces would fight on “‘to the death” in Korea if a truce 


left their country divided. 


He snid at a press conference that this was the view 


of his government_“up to thig minute.” __ 


But Dr Yang said he did not 
know, how President Syngman 
Rhee would reply to President 
Elsenhower's message asking 
the South Koreans not to 
carry on the war alono and 
said the position was possibly 
“subject to change.” 

Dr Yang sald he hoped the 
United States would "sce its 
way - clear” to giving South 
Korea the arms and ammuni- 
tion ‘necessary to carry on the 
war: alone. 

Asked how this 
possible when the United 
States supported the United 
Nations. Cqgmmand terms in the 
armistice” negotiations, he re- 
plied: “It is what we hope.” 


* “APPEASEMENT” 


Dr Yang - described the

At this point there is nothing 
that Eust can do to defcat tha 
contract,, South will surely be 
able to discard on dummy's long 
clubs, and the defenders will get 
only one heart, one trump, and 
one club trick, 


There js a different story 
tell if East is| a hero at the 
second trick, He must lead” a 
diamond up to) dummy’s = ace- 
qucen, 


Now South cannot make the 
contract; Declarer draws two 
rounds of trumps with the king 
and ace, after which he takes 
the club finesse to “East's Idng. 
Eust promptly returns another 
d@amond, thus forcing out 
dummy’s, remaining top dia- 
mond, 


Before declarer can obtain a 
discard on dummy's club, West 
wih get in with his quecn of 
trumps-in time to cash a dia- 
mond trick, The diamond trick, 
thus quickly established and 
cashed, is the setting trick.
